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GERMAN OFFENSIVE 


BREAKS DOWN IN 


KIEV SALIENT 


THe German counter-offensive against the Kiev salient has been 
stopped, and Russian forces have captured Propoisk—in the 
Mogilev sector—according to Moscow reports. i 

A German High Command statement, broadcast by Berlin, said 
that Russians attacking on a forty miles front inside the Dnieper 


bend broke into the main Germanlines north of Krivoi Rog.

breaches were ‘* sealed off,” it was stated. 


General Vatutin’s tactics after 
the recapture of Kiev have been 
fully justified, Reuter’s correspon- 
dent cables. Crossing the Dnieper 
and taking a large town on the 
river's edge was a risky task if the 
troops which crossed to the right 
bank were not to find themselves in 
a difficult position before they had 
room to manceuvre and _ sufficient 
supplies to ward off any major 
counterblow. Consequently the suc- 
cess of the Kiev operation depended 
not only on crossing the- river and 
taking the town, but also on moving 
forward immediately and orf filling 
up the space regained with men 
and arms. 

The latest news suggests that the 
whole Kiev operation, as originally 
conceived, has been brilliantly 
executed in all major peints accord. 
ing to plan. It is certain that the 
German counter-blow was foreseen, 
and it seems equally certain that 
it has been effectively smashed. 

Meanwhile, very solid. progress is 
being made north and south of 
Kiev, in the drive towards Gomel, 
Nozyr and Mogilev, at Cherkassy.

Reneved Russian attacks on the
